'As the trout are in ihe habit of eat- j 
ing both the spawn and yonng fish, much j 
care is requisite in raising, a stock success- 
fully, and tho smaller fish are thus kept 
separate. --Thepractice of 'stripping* the 
spawn from the-eld fish is not resorted to 
acre, as immature spawn is often secured, 
and the fish injured by rough handling.
